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To  the  Chairman  and  Councillors  of  the  Queensbury  and 
Shelf  Urban  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Mrs.  McCreath  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  to  you  my  first  report  covering  the 
calendar  year  1st  January  to  31st  December,  1949,  although,  as  you  will 
remember,  I  did  not  take  up  my  duties  with  you  until  1st  April,  1949. 

I  would  like,  in  opening  my  report,  to  pay  tribute  to  my  predecessor, 
Dr.  J.  J.  Murphy,  whose  introduction  to  this  district  was  invaluable. 
He  was  a  great  personal  friend  of  mine  and  a  highly  esteemed  physician. 
I  also  wish  to  thank  the  Councillors  and  Officials  for  the  very  helpful 
welcome  given  to  me  on  assuming  duty  with  you. 

The  vital  statistics  indicate  that  1949  was  a  fairly  satisfactory  year. 
The  Birth  rate  was  16.53  which  is  3.8  lower  than  last  year,  which  was 
a  record.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  is  slightly  higher  at  16.7. 
The  Death  rate  is  15.55  which  is  4.9  above  that  for  last  year,  and  the 
increase  would  appear  to  be  a  definite  increase  in  the  number  of  deaths 
due  to  diseases  of  the  heart  and  circulation.  I  cannot  explain  this,  but 
in  any  case  variations  from  year  to  year  mean  little.  A  study  of  the 
trends  of  the  birth  and  death  rates  in  the  tables  given  in  the  report 
will  give  more  reliable  evidence  of  the  changes  taking  place  in  these 
respects. 

This  year  a  comparability  factor  is  given  for  the  adjustment  of  the 
crude  death  rate  given  above.  This  is  a  factor  by  which  the  crude 
death  rate  of  the  area  should  be  multiplied  in  order  to  make  it  comparable 
from  a  mortality  point  of  view  with  the  death  rate  of  the  country  as  a 
whole,  or  with  any  other  local  area.  If  the  populations  of  all  areas 
were  similarly  constituted  as  regards  the  proportions  of  their  sex  and 
age  group  components,  their  crude  death  rates  could  be  accepted  as  valid 
comparisons.  In  practice,  however,  populations  are  not  thus  similarly 
constituted,  and  an  area  containing  a  much  larger  proportion  of  elder1.}' 
people  would  in  all  probability  have  a  much  higher  death  rate,  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  general  health  conditions  of  such  a  population  may 
be  better  than  average.  The  following  is  an  example  of  the  application 
of  the  factor  : —

For  Queensbury  and  Shelf  the  Comparability  Factor  is  0.98  and  the 
adjusted  Death  rate  15.24. 

It  is  satisfying  to  be  able  to  record  that  the  Maternal  Death  Bate 
is  Nil,  and  that  the  Infantile  Death  Rate  is  only  20.0.  This  latter 
rate  compares  favourably  with  a  rate  of  32  for  England  and  Wales, 
and  37  for  the  West  Riding  Urban  Districts.  As  a  matter  of  interest  I

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These  figures  show  how  well  the  Mother  and  Child  are  being  cared 
for.  The  credit  for  this  is  shared  by  our  excellent  ante-natal  facilities 
in  Queensbury  and  Shelf,  especially  under  the  care  of  Dr.  Appleton  ; 
the  grand  Hospital  care  both  in  Halifax  and  Bradford  ;  and  the  keenness 
of  our  General  Practitioners  and  District  Nurses. 


The  incidence  of  infectious  disease  was  higher  than  in  1948  due 
to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  cases  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough. 
One  pleasing  feature  is  that  Diphtheria  was  completely  absent  during 
the  year,  a  fact  which  emphasises  strongly  the  value  of  immunisation. 
I  would  take  this  opportunity,  however,  of  stressing  the  danger  of 
regarding  the  absence  of  diphtheria  as  a  reason  for  non-immunisation 
of  children  against  it.  I  think  that  the  outbreak  of  smallpox  at  Glasgow, 
and  the  associated  deaths  reveals  the  falsity  of  this  argument.  It  is 
to  be  hoped  that  in  the  near  future  a  safe  and  reliable  immunising  agent 
will  be  produced  for  Whooping  Cough. 


During  the  year  we  had  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning,  due  to  the 
infection  of  a  made-up  meat  product  with  Staphylococcus  aureus.  There 
were  15  cases  but  no  deaths.  A  fuller  description  of  the  outbreak  is 
given  later  in  the  report. 


The  problem  of  Tuberculosis  continues  to  exercise  our  minds,  and 
it  is  difficult  to  see  how  the  old  maxim  that  “  Prevention  is  better  than 
cure  ”  can  be  followed  while  the  present  day  housing  shortage  exists. 
The  number  of  cases  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis  increases  steadily  vear 
hv  year,  and  although  the  number  of  cases  of  overcrowding,  as  measured 
by  existing  standards  is  small,  one  cannot  help  but  feel  that  the  adoption 
of  a  “  bedroom  only  ”  standard  and  its  implementation,  will  be  one  of 
rv,o  bieeest  blows  against  this  disease.  It  is  recognised,  of  course,  that 
malnutrition  and  ignorance  play  their  part,  and  to  combat  this  we  are 
hoping  to  undertake  more  active  Health  Education. 


We  started  our  Health  Education  Scheme  by  a  trial  lecture  in 
Queensbury  and  it  was  a  great  success.  We  have  now  arranged  a 
series  of  six  talks — some  illustrated — for  the  new  winter  session.  We 
have  given  a  series  of  Health  talks  in  the  schools  in  Queensbury,  and 
are  glad  to  note  that  at  the  New  School  Health  Education  is  a  definite 
part  of  the  curriculum.  Side  by  side  with  our  Health  Education  pro¬ 
gramme  we  are  proposing  to  run  a  Clean  Food  Campaign.  We  must  all 
insist  on  clean  uncontaminated  food  ami  keep  it  free  from  flies  and  dirt. 
We  must  be  particularly  insistent  on  handwashing  after  performance  of 
the  normal  bodily  functions  and  before  partaking  food.  We  can  do  much 
bv  concentrating  on  general  fitness,  health  of  the  nose  and  throat,  and 
on  healthy  conditions  of  atmosphere  and  life  generally.  And  where 
medical  science  has  pointed  the  way  to  protection  for  ourselves  and  our 
children,  either  completely  or  in  part,  by  means  of  inoculation,  it  is 
criminal  follv  to  refuse  to  take  advantage  of  it. 

We  are  fortunate  in  remaining  free  from  Infantile  Paralysis  during 
the  past  54  years.  We  can  offer  no  scientific  reason  for  this,  but  should 
we  he  unfortunate  enough  to  have  a  notified  case  in  the  district  we  will 
make  a  very  thorough  investigation  into  its  source  and  arrangements  are 
in  hand  to  carry  out  this  investigation  with  the  co-operation  of  the 
Ministry  of  Health. 


The  unadopted  side  streets  and  pavements  are  a  certain  menace  to 
public  health  in  the  form  of  too  much  dust  in  the  summer  or  dry  periods 
and  lack  of  surface  drainage  in  winter.

On  the  environmental  health  side  I  feel  that  much  progress  is  being 
made.  More  and  more  houses  are  being  provided  with  pure  water 
supplies,  and  up  to  date  sanitary  conveniences,  with  the  abolition  of 
those  fly-breeders — privies  and  ashpits.  The  policy  of  the  Council  to  lay 
sewers  wherever  it  is  practicable  to  do  so  is  very  sound  and  will  pay 
dividends  in  future  years.  My  regret  is  that  it  is  not  possible  to  do  more 
on  these  lines,  and  to  do  away  with  conservancy  closets  throughout  the 
district.  It  may  well  be  that  the  provisions  of  the  Housing  Act,  1949, 
will  encourage  the  provision  of  waterclosets  and  septic  tanks  in  all  areas 
where  sewer  facilities  do  not  exist.  Once  again  that  bogey  "  the  product 
of  a  penny  rate  ”  raises  its  head,  and  one  could  wish  that  some  of  the 
money  being  spent  on  the  National  Health  Services  could  be  applied  to 
the  betterment  of  environmental  hygiene.  A  study  of  the  report  will  no 
doubt  suggest  many  ways  in  which  this  might  be  true. 

In  closing  these  remarks  I  would  like  to  express  my  thanks  to  the 
Divisional  Medical  Officer,  Dr.  F.  Appleton,  for  his  help  in  many  matters, 
and  to  Dr.  A.  H.  Tomlinson,  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory, 
for  the  work  he  has  so  enthusiastically  carried  out  for  us.

The  area  is  made  up  of  the  old  Urban  Districts  of  Queensbury  and 
Shelf,  which  were  amalgamated  in  1937.  Queensbury  lies  across  the 
Bradford-Halifax  Road  (A. 647),  Shelf  across  Bradford-Manchester  Road 
'A. 641),  the  two  areas  being  joined  by  the  Erighouse-Keighley  Road 
(A. 644) 


The  combined  area  is  bounded  on  the  north  and  east  by  Bradford 
County  Borough,  cn  the  west  and  part  of  the  south  by  Halifax  County 
Borough,  the  remaining  southern  boundary  meeting  the  Borough  of 
Orighouse 

The  area  is  mainly  high  and  exposed,  the  northern  tip  of  the  district 
being  actually  named  “Mountain”  as  it  is  at  an  altitude  of  some  1,200 
feet  above  sea  level.  The  average  altitude  of  Queensbury  is  about  1,100 
feet,  while  that  of  Shelf  is  about  850  feet.  The  village  of  Queensbury  is 
situated  on  a  high  eminence  overlooking  Bradford  and  Halifax  about 
midway  between  the  two  towns  with  extensive  views  in  all  directions, 
especially  from  Mountain.  From  this  eminence  Penyghent,  Ingleborough 
and  Whernside  forty  miles  away,  are  clearly  seen  in  the  north-west. 
There  is  probably  a  no  more  populous  place  at  a  greater  elevation  in 
England  than  Queensbury. 

Shelf  is  rather  less  hilly,  with  an  area  of  1,303  acres  and  is  divided 
into  two  distinct  watersheds.  The  first  includes  Shelf  village,  Shelf  Moor, 
and  drains  naturally  into  the  stream  named  Woodfall  Beck.  The  other 
water  shed  includes  the  hamlet  of  Stone  Chair,  Lower  Shelf,  and  Lumb 
Brook,  and  drains  naturally  down  to  Lumb  Brook,  the  land  falling 
regularly  from  N.W.  to  S.E. 

The  exposure  rating  of  this  area  by  the  Institute  of  Heating  and 
Ventilating  Engineers  is  “Severe,”  the  number  of  degree  days  being  about 
5,500  for  an  internal  temperature  of  65°F.  and  external  temperature  of 
30°F. 


Rainfall  is  about  50  ins. 
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Geologically,  the  district  has  little  of  importance.  A  narrow  strip  of 
the  millstone-grit  which  forms  the  main  mass  of  the  Pennine  Chain  crosses 
on  the  western  boundary  of  Queensbury,  the  rest  of  the  area  being  covered 
by  sandstone  except  for  an  area  stretching  from  the  neck  where  the  two 
areas  were  joined  to  a  line  running  almost  east-west  from  Stone  Chair 
to  Green  Lane. 


Apart  from  the  western  strip  of  millstone-grit  already  mentioned,  the 
area  lies  on  the  Lower  Coal  Measure  which  forms  the  West  Riding  Coal¬ 
field.  The  Coal  Measure,  consisting  of  shales,  sandstone,  coal  and  under¬ 
clays,  occurs  in  a  basinlike  fold,  with  its  axis  running  north-north-west 
to  south-south-east,  the  whole  basin  having  an  eastward  tilt.  Thus  the 
approach  to  the  northern  and  western  edges  of  the  basin  is  marked  by 
one  seam  after  another,  curving  up  to  the  surlace  and  ending,  until  a  stage 
>s  reached  at  which  mining  is  uneconomical.  It  is  on  this  western  edge 
that  the  district  lies,  and  there  are  at  present  no  mines  in  operation  in 
the  area  although  one  mine  was  worked  for  some  years  in  Queensbury 
and  there  are  some  old  “bell  pits’’  in  a  restricted  area  at  Shelf.  There  is 
practically  no  risk  of  subsidence  from  mining  operations  and  little  loss  of 
amenity  by  reason  of  spoil  heaps. 


By  far  the  greater  loss  of  amenity  has  been  caused  by  the  working  of 
the  sandstone  mentioned  above,  at  a  time  when  rapid  but  undirected 
growth  was  proceeding  all  over  the  area.  From  the  haphazard  growth  of 
the  nineteenth  century  has  been  received  a  legacy  of  narrow  streets,  back- 
to-back  houses,  badly  placed  works  and  ruined  amenities  which  provides 
all  the  worst  and  most  costly  problems  of  modern  town  planning. 


A  certain  amount  of  clay  mining  is  faking  place,  but  this,  fortunately, 
does  not  impair  the  general  amenities  of  the  area. 


Probably  due  to  the  poor  soil  yielded  by  the  Coal  Measures  and  the 
climatic  features  referred  to,  agriculture  plays  little  part  in  the  life  of 
the  district,  dairy  farming  and  stock  raising  being  the  principal  occupations 
of  the  farming  community. 


As  might  be  expected  from  the  situation  of  the  district,  the  textile 
industry  is  the  most  important  one  in  the  area.  Two  centuries  ago  nearly 
every  house  had  its  own  loom  and  spinning  wheel,  and  today  most  families 
in  the  area  have  some  connection  with  the  trade.  Probably  Black  Dyke 
Mill,  originally  built  in  1835,  has  been  the  greatest  single  factor  promoting 
the  growth  of  Queensbury.  Three  other  mills  are  located  in  Shelf.  In 
connection  with  amenities  it  is  pleasing  to  note  that  electrification  of  at 
least  one  mill  is  in  progress,  a  process  which  will  no  doubt  reduce  the 
amount  of  smoke  emitted  from  the  mill. 


There  are  two  parks  in  Queensbury,  totalling  9.00  acres,  6.00  acres  of 
which  are  for  games  only,  a  private  golf  course  of  31.5  acres,  three  recrea¬ 
tion  grounds  totalling  10  acres,  and  7.20  acres  of  allotments. 


There  are  no  common  lands  in  the  area. 


just  before  the  outbreak  of  war,  Littlemoor  Park,  belonging  to  the 
Foster  estate,  was  gifted  to  the  Council,  and  is  being  developed  as  a  public 
park.  The  area  is  28  acres

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The  estimate  of  the  population  of  Queensbury  and  Shelf  is  the 
mid-year  estimate  of  the  Registrar  General.  His  estimate  is  9.015  com¬ 
pared  with  the  mid-year  estimate  of  9.005  for  1948.  He  considers, 
therefore,  that  the  population  has  increased  by  10. 

Birth  Rate. 

The  birth  rate  for  the  year  is  16.53  per  1,000  of  the  population. 
This  is  3.80  below  the  rate  for  the  previous  year,  .17  below  the  rate 
for  England  and  Wales,  and  1.47  below  the  rate  for  the  148  Small  Towns. 

There  were  7  illegitimate  births,  representing  4.69  per  cent,  of  the 
total  live  births  and  an  illegitimate  birth  rate  of  0.78  per  1,000  of  the 
estimated  population. 

During  the  year  there  was  4  still  births,  none  of  which  were  illegiti¬ 
mate.  This  gives  a  rate  of  26.14  per  1,000  (live  and  still)  births,  or 
0.44  per  thousand  of  the  population,  this  latter  figure  being  0.05  above 
the  rate  based  on  population  for  England  and  Wales. 

Death  Rate. 

The  Adjusted  Death  Rate  for  the  District  is  15.24  per  1,000  of  the 
population.  This  is  3.58  more  than  the  rate  for  last  year  and  3.54  above 
the  rate  for  England  and  Wales. 

The  chief  causes  of  death  this  year  were,  in  order  of  frequency  : — 

1.  Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulation — 58  compared  with  29 
in  1948). 

2.  Cancer — 18  (compared  with  24  in  1948). 

3.  Inter-Cran.  Vase.  Lesions — -18  (compared  with  13  in  1948). 

4.  Pneumonia,  Bronchitis.  Influenza  and  other  respiratory  diseases — 
16  (compared  with  11  in  1948). 

It  is  almost  an  established  fact  that  the  expectation  of  life  has 
increased  to  within  the  region  of  10  years  since  the  introduction  of 
modern  anti  biotics,  such  as  the  sulphonamides,  penicillin,  streptomycin, 
etc.  The  net  result  of  these  is  that  so  many  more  people  live  long  enough 
to  die  of  cardiac  circulatory  diseases,  these  being  diseases  due  to  old  age. 

We  might  mention  that  one  disease  which  fatally  affected  adults 
S” Perms'  from  valvular  disease  of  the  heart,  namely  sub  acute  infective 
endocarditis,  is  now  amenable  to  treatment  with  massive  doses  of 
penicillin. 

Infant  Deaths. 

3  children  under  one  year  of  age  died  during  the  year. 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate,  or  the  Death  Rate  of  Infants  under 
one  year  of  age  per  1,000  live  births  is  20.0,  a  decrease  of  7.3  compared 
with  1948.  The  Infantile  Mortality  Rate  for  the  County  as  a  whole  is  38.0. 

Maternal  Deaths. 

Again  this  year  we  have  avoided  the  greatest  tragedy  of  the  modern 
home  in  that  we  have  had  no  maternal  deaths  compared  with  the  mater¬ 
nal  mortality  rate  of  .98  per  1,000  live  and  still  births  for  England  and 
Wales.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 
FOR  THE  AREA. 

NATIONAL  HEALTH  SERVICE  ACT,  1946. 


The  object  of  this  is  to  provide  a  comprehensive  Health  Service. 
There  are  three  Bodies  with  particular  duties  to  perform  in  each  part 
of  the  country,  bearing  the  names  Regional  Hospital  Board,  Local  Health 
Authority  and  Executive  Council.  The  Regional  Hospital  Boards  are 
concerned  with  the  Hospital  and  Specialist  Services  ;  the  Local  Health 
Authorities,  namely  County  and  County  Borough  Councils,  are  charged 
with  the  pi o vision  of  Clinic  and  Environmental  Services  (preventive 
medicine)  and  the  Executive  Councils  will  administer  the  General 
Medical  Services,  the  Pharmaceutical  Services,  the  General  Dental  Ser¬ 
vices  and  the  Supplementary  Ophthalmic  Serv'ces.

The  County  Council  of  the  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire  is  the  Local 
Health  Authority  for  the  whole  of  its  area,  and  as  such  is  responsible 
for  the  following  services  : — 


(1)  The  provision  of  Health  Centres. 

(2)  The  Care  of  Mothers  and  Young  Children. 

(3)  Midwifery. 

(4)  Health  Visiting. 

(5)  Home  Nursing. 

(6)  Vaccination  and  Immunisation. 

(7)  Ambulance  Services. 

(8)  Prevention  of  Illness,  Care  and  Aftercare. 

(9)  Domestic  Help. 

(10)  Duties  under  the  Lunacy  and  Mental  Treatment  Acts,  and 
the  Mental  Deficiency  Act. 


The  West  Riding  Health  Department,  which  is  responsible  for  ad¬ 
ministering  the  above  services  is  divided  into  thre1  divisions — Health, 
Welfare  and  Children.  The  work  of  the  Health  Division  is  decentralized 
into  31  Public  Health  Divisions,  each  with  a  divisional  Medical  Officer 
who  is  abie  to  link  up  the  Medical  Services  in  his  Divisions  as  he  under¬ 
takes  the  administration  of  the  School  Health  and  Child  Health  Services.

Laboratory  Facilities. 

During  the  year  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  undertook  to 
receive  clinical  material  and  milk  samples  for  bacteriological  examination, 
while  chemical  analysis  was  carried  out  by  Messrs.  Lee  &  Mallinder, 
Public  Analysts.  Halifax.  The  arrangement  was  also  continued  with  the 
Pathologist  of  the  Royal  Halifax  Infirmary  for  examination  of  clinical 
specimens. 

Ambulance  Services — General. 

The  services  is  available  day  and  night  throughout  the  district  and 
ambulances  are  provided  without  charge  to  users  of  the  service,  subject  to 
the  following  conditions  : — 

In  the  cases  of  accidents,  sudden  illness  or  urgent  maternity  cases 
calls  will  be  answered  without  question  whatever  their  source. 

In  other  cases  transport  will  be  sent  only  on  the  declaration  (which 
may  be  made  orally)  by  a  hospital  officer,  doctor  or  midwife  that 
the  patient  is  unfit  to  travel  by  ordinary  means. 


How  to  obtain  ambulance. 

Accidents  (in  the  home  or  elsewhere)  and  Sudden  Illness  (in  streets, 
public  places  and  places  of  employment)  Dial  999  (or  in  cases  of  non¬ 
dialling  telephone,  lift  receiver  and  wait  for  operator  to  reply.  When 
operator  replies  ask  for  "  Ambulance.”  When  connected  give  nature  of 
the  emergenev.  exact  place  the  ambulance  is  needed  and  any  other  par¬ 
ticulars  asked  for.

Ambulance  Facilities — Infectious  Diseases. 

The  arrangements  for  infectious  diseases  were  the  same  as  in  pre¬ 
vious  years,  the  ambulance  at  the  Northowram  Isolation  Hospital  being 
utilised  for  this  purposes. 

Nursing  in  the  Home. 

Until  commencement  of  operation  of  the  National  Health  Service 
Act,  the  position  remained  as  stated  in  the  1947  report.  Under  the 
new  Act  it  is  the  duty  of  the  local  health  authority  to  provide  nurses 
to  attend  persons  who  require  nursing  in  their  own  homes.  This  ser¬ 
vice  is  free  of  charge  to  the  users.  Owing  to  the  general  shortage  of 
nurses  complete  service  was  impossible  to  provide  from  the  Sth  Julv, 
1948,  but  it  will  be  developed  as  circumstances  permit.  Application 
should  be  made  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  who  will  give  particu¬ 
lars  of  the  service  available.  Nursing  equipment  and  apparatus  is  avail¬ 
able  on  loan  for  the  use  of  persons  being  nursed  at  home.  A  charge  is 
made  for  the  loan  of  such  equipment. 
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TREATMENT  OF  VENEREAL  DISEASES. 


The  clinic  at  which  any  person  who  suspects  that  he  or  she  may 
be  suffering  from  Venereal  Disease  may  be  examined  and,  if  necessary, 
treated  as  given  in  Table  4.  Examination  and  treatment  are  free  of 
charge.  It  is  not  essential  that  the  patient  should  be  referred  to  the 
clinic  by  a  Medical  Practitioner,  although  cases  sent  by  doctors  are  wel¬ 
comed.  Any  clinic  may  be  attended,  but  the  one  mentioned  in  Table  4 
is  the  one  provided  for  this  area. 

DENTAL  SERVICES. 

Childrsn  attending  schools  maintained  by  the  Education  Authority. 

Children  are  examined  periodically  in  the  schools  by  the  dental 
officers  employed  by  the  County  Council.  If  treatment  is  found  to  be 
necessary  this  is  provided  after  the  parental  consent  has  been  obtained. 
When  a  dental  officer  is  not  working  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  treat¬ 
ment  for  emergency  cases  will  be  arranged  on  enquiry  at  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer’s  Office. 

Expectant  and  Nursing  Mothers. 

Expectant  and  nursing  mothers  requiring  dental  treatment  are  re¬ 
ferred  by  the  medical  officers  of  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  Ante 
Natal  clinics  to  the  County  Dental  OfFcer 

In  areas  where  the  local  health  authority  has  established  a  dental 
clinic,  treatment  can  be  carried  out  there  if  the  patient  so  wishes  or, 
alternatively,  by  the  private  dental  pract'tioner  of  her  choice. 

Pre-school  Children. 

Pre-school  children  requiring  dental  treatment  are  referred  to  the 
school  dental  officers  from  the  Infant  Welfare  Centres  and  to  the 
medical  officers  of  the  clinics.  Enquiries  regarding  pre-school  children 
not  attending  Infant  Welfare  C.ntres  should  be  made  to  health  visitors 
or  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer.  The  address  of  the  clinics  is  given  in 
Table  3.

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres. 

These  are  set  out  in  Table  4. 

With  the  formation  of  Division  18  greatly  increased  facilities  became 
available  to  the  school  children  and  pre-school  population  of  this  Urban 
District.  At  the  Central  Clinic  for  the  Division,  situated  in  Altas  Mill 
Road,  Brighouse,  the  following  branches  of  specialist  treatment  are  now 
available  : — Ophthalmic,  Orthoptic,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat,  Orthopcedic, 
Remedial  Exercises  and  Artificial  Sunlight 


Scabies  Treatment. 

There  is  no  special  clinic  in  this  district  for  the  treatment  of  Scabies 
or  for  the  cleansing  of  verminous  persons  or  children,  but  arrangements 
were  continued  with  the  Halifax  General  Hospital  for  treatment  to  be 
carried  out  there. 


HOSPITALS. 

A.  Fever. 

Cases  of  infectious  disease  are  now  treated  by  arrangement  with 
Halifax  Area  Hospital  Board  in  their  Fever  Hospital. 

B.  Smallpox. 

Accommodation  for  any  cases  of  smallpox  occurring  in  the  district 
will  be  provided  by  the  Leeds  Hospital  Board.  No  cases  occurred  during 
the  year  in  the  district. 

C.  Tuberculosis. 

Patients  suffering  from  Tuberculosis  and  contacts  of  patients  with 
this  disease  are  under  the  care  of  the  West  Riding  County  Council. 
Arrangements  are  as  listed  in  the  Table  4.  Where  hospital  treatment 
was  necessary  arrangements  were  made  for  admission  to  Sanatoria  under 
the  County  Council’s  control. 

D.  Maternity.  • 

Use  is  made  of  the  Hospitals  of  neighbouring  Authorities. 

The  demand  for  maternity  hospital  accommodation  is  very  consider¬ 
able,  but  all  first  babies  being  potentially  abnormal  have  a  priority  claim 
on  maternity  hospital  accommodation.  Unsuitable  home  conditions, 
however,  have  to  be  taken  into  account  in  assessing  those  cases  which  are 
more  suitable  for  confinement  in  hospital  than  at  home.  Unsuitable 
home  conditions  are  reported  to,  or  by,  district  midwives,  Health 
Visitors  and  General  Practitioners.  Maternity  hospital  accommodation 
in  this  district  is  excellent.  No  patient  need  be  confined  at  home  who 
would  be  better  in  hospital.

MIDWIFERY. 


The  local  health  authority  is  responsible  for  providing  either  certi¬ 
fied  midwives  or  maternity  nurses  for  attendance  on  women  in  their  homes 
during  childbirth  and,  from  time  to  time,  during  the  lying-in  period. 
An  expectant  mother  should  make  application  to  the  midwife  ;  if  she 
does  not  know  the  name  and  address  of  the  midwife  she  should  com¬ 
municate  with  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer  who  will  supply  a  list  of 
midwives  in  the  district. 

Should  medical  assistance  be  required  by  the  midwife  she  may  call 
in  a  general  practitioner  obstetrician  without  cost  to  the  patient. 

The  Regional  Hospital  Boards  are  responsible  for  the  provision  of 
beds  in  maternity  homes  and  hospitals. 

All  maternity  services  are  obtainable  free. 

There  is  also  an  additional  maternity  grant  and  allowance  amounting 
in  total  to  £8. 

MATERNITY  AND  CHILD  WELFARE  CENTRES. 

These  are  established  in  convenient  areas  where  mothers  can  obtain 
expert  advice  regarding  their  own  health  and  that  of  their  children. 
Particulars  as  to  their  location,  day  and  times  of  sessions,  are  given  in 
Table  4.  It  is  not  necessary  to  have  a  doctor’s  note  or  any  other  form 
of  recommendation  to  attend  these  clinics 

Consultant  opinion  hospital  treatment  and  specialist  investigations, 
if  required,  are  arranged  through  the  Divisional  Health  Office  on  the 
recommends. tion  of  the  medical  officer  in  charge  of  the  clinic.  Maternity 
outfits  are  available  at  the  clinics. 

HEALTH  VISITING. 

The  health  visitor  has  comprehensive  duties  concerning  the  health  of 
the  household  as  a  whole.  At  present  she  is  primarily  concerned  with 
the  care  of  mothers  and  young  children,  but  under  the  National  Health 
Service  Act  she,  in  addition,  takes  a  part  in  general  health  education  of 
the  family,  precautions  against  spread  of  infection  in  the  home  and  gives 
advice  on  the  care  of  ill  persons.  Enquiries  regarding  a  health  visitor 
should  be  addressed  to  the  Divisional  Medical  Officer. 

NATIONAL  ASSISTANCE  ACT,  1948. 

No  cases  arose  in  this  area  during  194  9  necessitating  any  action 
under  the  above  Act. 
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PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER,  INFECTIOUS 
AND  OTHER  DISEASES. 

General. 

The  notifiable  diseases  most  prevalent  during  1949  were  Measles  and 
Whooping  Cough. 


Diphtheria  Immunisation  and  Vaccination. 

Immunisation  against  diphtheria  and  vaccination  against  smallpox 
is  offered,  free  of  charge,  to  all  children.  Parents  may  choose  either  for 
the  protection  to  be  g:ven  by  their  own  medical  attendant  or  by  the 
mdical  officer  of  the  local  health  authority.  In  each  case  no  charge  is 
made. 


A  great  many  questions  have  been  asked  recently  regarding  the 
advisability  of  having  immunization  against  Whooping  Cough  carried  out 
in  combination  with  injectons  aganst  Diphtheria. 

Now  while  adequate  Diphtheria  immunization  has  reduced  the  pre-war 
Diphtheria  death  rate  of  3,000  per  year  to  the  post-war  rate  of  450  per 
year,  it  is  not  yet  possible  to  successfully  immunize  against  Whooping 
Cough.  When  a  successful  and  reliable  agent  for  Whooping  Cough 
immunization  is  available  (and  I  think  we  are  nearing  the  discovery  now) 
we  shall  make  every  possible  use  of  it. 

Diphtheria  Figures  for  1949  :  8  Initial  Doses,  0  Booster  Doses. 

A  definite  start  has  been  made  in  the  treatment  of  established  cases 
of  Whooping  Cough  in  the  form  of  one  of  the  newer  anti-biotics.  How¬ 
ever.  it  is  still  rather  in  the  experimental  stage. 


NOTIFIABLE  DISEASES. 

Diphtheria. 

During  1949  there  were  no  cases  of  Diphtheria  notified  in  the  dis¬ 
trict.  compared  with  4  in  1948. 

This  is  in  no  small  w'ay  due  to  the  high  incidence  of  immunity  in 
the  children  as  a  result  of  the  advanced  immunization  campaign.  I 
would  repeat  my  remarks  at  the  beginning  of  this  report  that  the  absence 
of  diphtheria  should  not  tempt  us  to  re'ax  in  our  efforts  to  maintain  our 
high  level  of  immunization. 

Smallpox. 

No  cases  of  smallpox  occurred  during  1949 
Immunization  Figures  :  2  over  5,  17  under  5. 

Puerperal  Pyrexia. 

No  cases  of  Puerperal  Pyrexia  were  notified  as  occurring  in  the  dis¬ 
trict  during  1949.  Praise  due  to  the  midwives. 

Ophthalmia  Neonatorum. 

This  disease  has  lost  all  its  die  effects  since  the  advent  of  penicillin. 

Pneumonia. 

17  cases  of  Pneumonia  were  notified,  compared  with  19  in  1948. 
There  were  6  deaths. 

Tuberculosis. 

The  statistics  relating  to  Tuberculosis  are  presented  jn  tabular  form 
in  Table  7. 

No  -mtion  has  been  found  necessary  under  the  Public  Health  (Pre¬ 
vention  of  Tuberculosis)  Regulation,  1925,  nor  under  the  Public  Health 
Act,  1936,  Section  172.

Tuberculosis  Services. 

This  area  is  served  by  the  Tuberculosis  Centre  at  Greenups  Terrace, 
Sowerby  Bridge.  The  days  and  times  of  sessions  being  given  in  'f  able  4. 

Home  Visiting. 

Trained  Tuberculosis  Visitors  are  on  the  staff  of  the  Divisional 
Medical  Officer  to  carry  out  visits  at  the  home  of  the  tuberculous  patient 
and  advise  on  the  care  of  the  patient,  his  diet,  the  hygiene  of  the  hon\e 
and  generally,  to  assist  in  minimising  the  difficulties  confrontng  the 
tuberculous  household 

Co-operaton  with  Housing  Authorities. 

liaison  is  niaiiita.u  a  w.th  housing  authorities  to  ensure  the  highest 
possible  degree  01  renuusmg  priority  for  tuberculous  patients  and  their 
iamilies  where  this  is  necessary.  As  a  temporary  measuie  a  patient  liv¬ 
ing  in  a  crowded  house  and  unable  to  use  a  separate  bedroom  may  be 
provided  with  an  open  air  sleeping  shelter. 

Provision  of  Ancillary  Beneius. 

With  the  object  of  encouraging  a  high  constitutional  resistance  to 
the  disease  grants  of  extra  nourishment,  at  present  restricted  to  addi¬ 
tional  market  supplies,  are  made.  Bed,  bedding  and  nursing  lequisiies 
may  be  supplied  on  loan  to  patients.  Clothing  and  foot  wear  can  be 
issued  where  found  necessary. 

Care  of  Dependants. 

Nursing  a  tuberculous  patient  back  to  health  at  home  may  be  a  long 
and  tedious  process  inflicting  severe  physical  and  mental  strain  upon 
the  relatives.  The  authority  is  endeavouring  to  establish  convalescent 
homes  where  relatives  may  gain  a  respite  from  the  onerous  daily  routine. 
These  homes  will  also  provide  temporary  accommodation  for  the  children 
of  infected  parents  to  ensure  their  removal  from  the  danger  of  infection 
and  leave  the  parents  free  to  undertake  long  term  treatment.  Until  suit¬ 
able  premises  can  be  obtained  and  equipped,  arrangements  will  be  con¬ 
tinued  for  the  boarding  out  of  children  from  tuberculous  families  in 
private  houses  and  with  relatives. 

Rehabilitation. 

The  authority’s  responsibility  does  not  necessarily  end  with  the 
patient’s  ability  to  return  to  work.  fhe  patient  may  have  lost  touch 
with  his  previous  employment  or  have  been  advised  to  secure  work  better 
suited  to  nis  physical  limitations,  iub.iculous  patients  may  registe:  under 
the  Disabled  Persons  (Employment)  Act,  1944,  and  enhance  their  pros¬ 
pects  of  obtaining  sheltered  employment.  Rehabilitation  Centres  are  in 
existence  where  patients  may  be  trained  in  a  trade  and  eventually  ab- 
sorbd  into  industry  as  skilled  tradesmen.  Any  further  information  re¬ 
quired  can  be  obtained  from  the  Tubercuicsis  Centie. 

Cerebro  Spinal  Fever. 

2  cases  of  Encephalitis  Meningococcus  were  notified  during  1949. 

There  was  one  case  of  meningo  encephalitis  in  the  district.  It  was 
a  virus  infection  and  was  uncomplicated.  The  patient  was  living  in  a 
house  with  numerous  displaced  persons  which  caused  overcrowding  and 
which  was  probably  associated  in  some  way  with  the  infection.  The 
overcrowding  has  now  been  dealt  with  and  the  patient  resides  in  another 
house. 

Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis. 

No  cases  of  Acute  Anterior  Poliomyelitis  were  notified  during  1949- 
Scarlet  Fever. 

During  1949  there  were  44  cases  of  Scarlet  Fever,  compared  with  38 
in  1948.  All  these  cases  were  of  a  very  mild  type  and  in  no  case  did 
complications  occur. 

The  Scarlet  Fever  prevalent  is  now  a  very  mild  condition  and  apart 
from  its  infectivity  would  not  necesssitate  hospital  treatment. 
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Enteric  Fever. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Typhoid  or  Paratyphoid.  Odd  cases  of  Gastro- 
Enteritis  occurred  in  young  babies.  There  was  no  actual  outbreak  of 
Gastro-Enteritis  throughout  the  year  and  no  deaths. 

Erysipelas. 

There  were  21  cases  of  Erysipelas  during  the  year,  the  same  number 
as  in  1948.  None  of  these  cases  were  severe  in  character. 


Measles. 

122  cases  were  notified  during  the  year,  compared  with  67  cases  last 
year.  We  had  a  small  winter  outbreak  of  Measles.  Thera  were  no  deaths. 


Whooping  Cough. 

This  year  there  were  86  cases  of  Whooping  Cough  notified,  compared 
ith  38  cases  in  1948.  There  were  no  deaths. 

There  was  one  known  complication  in  the  form  of  pertussin  encepha¬ 
lopathy.  This  case  was  treated  at  Northowram  Isolation  Hospital  and 
recovered. 

Cancer. 

18  deaths — 9  males  and  9  females — were  registered  as  being  caused 
by  some  form  of  malignant  disease.  These  iigures  show  a  decrease  of  6 
cases  over  the  1948  figures. 

Whereas  the  mortality  figures  for  Cancer  do  not  appear  to  be  greatly 
improved  it  should  be  remembered  that  the  diagnosis  of  cases  is  now 
more  frequently  made  due  to  more  expert  methods  of  investigation.  With 
j re  effective  methods  of  treatment,  both  by  radio  therapy  and  surgery, 
in  spite  of  the  increased  number  of  cases  being  diagnosed  the  mortality 
figures  are  still  agreeably  low.  Arrangements  for  the  treatment  of 
cancer  cases  are  made  through  the  Hospital  Board.

The  clinical  features  were  typical  of  the  infection,  the  average 
ingestion /onset  period  being  4.1  hours,  with  acute  vomiting  and  diarrhoea, 
and  some  degree  of  prostration,  the  illness  lasting  4  to  12  hours,  with  a 
recovery  of  strength  within  24  to  36  hours. 

The  food  concerned  w-as  a  ham  and  veal  loaf  made  by  cooking  and 
mincing  equal  quantities  of  ham  and  veal.  The  minced  meats  were  mixed 
with  each  other  and  with  gelatine,  and  were  allowed  to  set  unassisted  by 
refrigeration.  The  loaf  was  then  sliced  and  sold  from  the  shop  for  con¬ 
sumption  without  further  cooking  or  preparation. 

The  laboratory  examinations  gave  results  as  below  : — 

Cases — Faeces  showed  no  pathogenic  organisms. 

Food  Samples — Plate  count  over  10,000,000  per  gram,  approxi¬ 
mately  one  quarter  of  the  colonies  developing  being 
Staphylococcus  aureus.  No  other  pathogenic  organisms 
isolated. 

Food  Handlers — Sw'ab  from  septic  wound  of  finger  of  person 
preparing  the  food  cultured  Staphylococcus  aureus. 

This  outbreak  occurred  in  October,  and  partly  due  tc  this,  and  partly 
because  the  problem  of  clean  food  had  been  exercising  our  minds  for  some 
time  suggestions  were  considered  for  the  prevention  of  such  outbreaks. 
As  the  year  closed  plans  w'ere  going  forward  for  the  creation  of  a  Traders’ 
Guild  of  Hygiene,  through  which  a  clean  food  campaign  could  be  instituted

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SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  IN  THE  AREA. 


Water  Supply. 

I  am  obliged  to  Mr.  S.  Drake,  Waterworks  Engineer,  for  the  informa¬ 
tion  given  below. 

Water  is  supplied  in  bulk  from  Bradford  Corporation,  and  is  distri¬ 
buted  by  the  Council,  there  being  six  points  of  supply  as  follows  : — 

Mountain, 

Albert  Road,  Queensbury, 

Stag’s  Head,  Queensbury, 

Soaper  Lane,  Shelf, 

Cooper  Lane,  Shelf, 

Halifax  Road,  Buttershaw,  Bradford. 

The  Mountain  supply  is  pumped  into  the  Mountain  reservoir,  and 
the  other  five  supplies  feed  direct  into  the  mains.  The  reservoir  capacity 
is  1,000,000  gallons.  Brief  details  of  consumption  figures  for  1949  are  : —

Samples  from  both  the  reservoir  and  house  taps  have  been  taken 
and  at  all  times  found  to  be  quite  satisfactory.  Complaints  have  been 
made  in  the  Thornton  Road  area  of  the  discolouration  of  the  water 
following  the  scraping  of  the  mains,  but  constant  flushing  has  been 
carried  out  and  there  are  now  signs  of  improvement. 

A  new  6in.  main  has  been  laid  from  the  Bradford  Corporation  ISin. 
main  at  Stag’s  Head  Corner,  Queensbury,  to  link  the  Queensbury  and 
Shelf  mains  together.  This  has  afforded  supplies  of  water  to  the  whole 
of  the  Jackson  Hill,  Pepperhill,  and  Cockhill  areas,  and  is  available  for 
the  new  development  area  between  Cockhill  and  Shelf  Hall  Lane.  The 
total  length  of  new  main  laid  is  3,000  yards. 

During  1949  the  figures  for  houses  not  supplied  by  main  water  have 
been  reduced  considerably,  and  in  the  whole  district  there  remain  only 
39  properties  not  supplied  with  Council’s  water.  Of  these  S9  properties, 
10  have  satisfactorily  pipe  supplies  from  private  sources  leaving  18  in 
Queensbury,  and  11  in  Shelf  supplied  from  wells.  These  are  mainly  farms 
which  are  too  far  from  the  nearest  main  for  a  supply  to  be  practi/ab'e. 

Main  extensions  on  the  HYngerhill  Estate  at  Ridgeway  and  Hill 
Crest  are  now  in  progress,  and  240  yards  of  Sin.  main  have  already  been 
laid.  At  Jackson  Hill  a  supply  was  taken  off  the  new  6in.  main.  230 
yards  of  3in.  main  having  been  laid  to  Jackson  Hill  Farm,  7  cottages, 
Long  Shaw  Farm,  and  Dale  View  Farm.  Other  properties  connected 
during  the  year  include  4  cottages  at  Lower  Fleet,  and  Lower  ITazelhur-t 
Farm. 


SEWERAGE  AND  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

I  am  obliged  to  Mr.  J  F.  Hall,  the  Council’s  Engineer  and  Surveyor, 
for  the  following  information. 

The  sewerage  system  within  the  urban  district  has  functioned  satis¬ 
factorily,  there  being  no  serious  stoppages. 

New  sewers  have  been  laid  on  the  Council’s  housing  site  on  the 
Hungerhill  Estate  to  serve  24  new  houses,  at  Littlemoor  to  serve  24 
houses  and  a  laundry — this  sewer  discharging  into  the  Bradford  Corpora¬ 
tion  sewer  system,  and  at  Holmfield  for  the  purpose  of  draining 
Netherton  Mill  into  the  T’n'ifax  Corporation  sewer  system.  The  exten¬ 
sion  of  this  latter  length  of  sewer  to  serve  13  houses  at  Schoolcote  Brow 
has  been  approved,  and  will  be  allowed  for  in  next  year’s  estimates, 


Shibden  Sewage  Works.  The  sewage  is  treated  at  the  works  which 
consist  of  detritus  tanks,  precipitation  tanks,  percolating  filters  and/or 
land  area  filters  and  humus  tanks. 

A  satisfactory  effluent  has  been  maintained  and  the  analyses  of 
samples  taken  by  the  West  Riding  Rivers  Board  have  been  to  the 
required  standard. 

Agreement  has  been  reached  with  Messrs.  John  Foster  &  Son,  Ltd., 
to  receive  the  trade  waste  from  the  Black  Dyke  Mills,  this  waste  now 
being  conveyed  via  the  Council’s  sewers  for  treatment  at  the  Shibden 
Works. 

Woodfall  Works.  These  works  consist  of  detritus  tanks,  precipita¬ 
tion  tanks,  percolating  filters  and  humus  tanks. 

The  capacity  of  the  works  is  not  sufficient  for  the  present  day  flow 
but  every  endeavour  is  made  to  ensure  that  the  effluent  is  as  good  as 
possible. 

Lumbrook  Works.  The  Lumbrook  Works  consist  of  detritus  tanks, 
precipitation  tanks,  and  percolating  filters. 

These  works  are  also  inadequate  to  deal  with  the  present  flow,  but 
are  operated  in  the  best  manner  possible  in  the  circumstances. 

The  Council  is  aware  of  the  inadequacy  of  both  the  Woodfall  and 
Lumbrook  Works  and  is  taking  steps  to  provide  alternative  means  of 
sewage  disposal  in  Shelf. 

At  the  end  of  1949  there  were  242  houses  not  connected  to  a  sewer. 

SANfTARY  AMENITIES. 

The  figures  belo-v  refer  to  the  Queensbury  area  only,  as  it  has  been 
impossible  so  far  to  collate  the  figures  for  Shelf  and  present  a  picture  of 
the  area  as  a  whole.  Thev  will,  however,  give  a  representative  guide  to 
the  district  as  a  whole,  as  at  September,  1949.

I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.  E.  Hall,  the  Housing  Manager,  for  the 
information  given  below. 

In  the  provision  of  post-war  council  houses  the  work  on  the  Moor 
Close,  Westercroft  and  Burned  Road  sites  has  been  completed  and  it  is 
expected  that  at  least  twenty-four  houses  will  be  available  for  letting  on 
the  Hungerhill  Site  this  next  year. 

Of  the  present  list  of  applicants  for  houses  95  are  known  to  be 
living  in  accommodation  which  is  insufficient  for  the  size  of  the  family. 

Refrigerators  have  now  been  installed  in  32  of  the  houses  and  there 
is  a  waiting  list  of  other  tenants  desiring  this  facility. 

A  scheme  for  the  provision  of  tiled  fireplaces  and  gas  cookers  in  non¬ 
parlour  houses  where  the  tenants  so  desire,  has  been  put  in  hand,  and 
this  is  a  welcome  improvement  from  a  health  point  of  view  as  it  means 
that  cooking  need  no  longer  be  done  in  the  main  living  room.

PUBLIC  CLEANSING. 

The  Health  Department  is  responsible  for  the  removal  of  house  and 
trade  refuse,  and  the  emptying  of  privies  and  pail  closets.  Street 
cleansing  and  public  conveniences  are  controlled  by  the  Highways 
Department. 

The  work  is  carried  out  by  a  3  ton  Karrier  CK  3  lorry  with  refuse 
collection  body,  and  by  hired  team  labour.  A  driver  and  three  loaders 
work  with  the  lorry,  one  mghtsoil  man  with  the  hired  horse  and  cart, 
and  one  man  controls  tne  tip. 

By  and  large  the  work  was  carried  on  satisfactorily  throughout  the 
year — weekly  collection  of  dustbin  refuse  being  maintained  except  at 
holiday  times.  The  scheme  inaugurated  last  year  whereby  middens  were 
emptied  by  the  dustbin  team  tended;  to  creak  a  bit,  and  on  1st  November 
it  was  found  necessary  to  revert  to  the  hire  of  horse  and  cart.  When 
this  was  done  a  weekly  system  of  emptying  was  brought  in  and  we  can 
now  say  that  all  dustbins,  privy  middens,  ashpits,  pail  closets,  etc., 
are  emptied  every  week.  1  think  this  is  very  good  and  there  can  be  few 
districts  which  give  as  good  a  service.  The  tendency  is  for  privies  and 
ashpits  to  be  emptied  at  longer  periods,  but  I  would  maintain  that  it 
is  more  necessary  to  empty  privies  and  ashpits  weekly,  than  it  is  to  empty 
dustbins.  Very  few  people  treat  flies  seriously,  and  I  feel  that 
to  leave  a  privy  and  ashpit  for  say  three  weeks,  as  a  matter  of  routine, 
where  flies  have  ideal  breeding  conditions,  is  a  mistake.  Cost  what  it 
may,  all  conservancy  arrangements  should  be  dealt  with  w'eekly. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  report  a  tip  fire  during  the  year.  That  it 
was  due  to  no  fault  of  our  tipping  methods  I  am  confident.  There  was 
no  sign  of  fire  when  the  tip  closed  at  5  p.m.  that  evening,  yet  at  7  p.m. 
it  was  ablaze  on  the  exposed  face.  It  was  only  a  surface  fare,  but  un¬ 
fortunately  the  high  winds  revived  it  after  the  fire  brigade  had  put  out 
the  flames,  and  during  the  night  it  burned  into  the  tip.  Even  so  the 
fire  was  dug  out  the  next  day,  but  the  damage  was  done,  the  temperature 
of  too  large  a  portion  of  the  tip  had  risen  and  it  had  to  be  covered  with 
earth  and  abandoned.  There  was  no  further  outbreak,  but  it  tooK  some 
months  before  one  could  feel  that  the  tip  had  cooled  down  again. 

Very  fortunately  we  were  not  embarrassed  for  tipping  space,  as 
early  in  the  year  the  Council  completed  the  purchase  of  Hill  Top  quarry, 
a  s.te  of  ,->!  acres  approximately,  and  several  alternate  tipping  sites  are 
available  within  this  one  site,  it  is  estimated  that  this  site  will  provide 
tipping  accommodation  for  20  years,  although  proposals  for  the  use  of  the 
site  when  levelled  may  cut  down  this  period  somewhat.  Nevertheless, 
it  is  an  ideal  site,  centrally  situated,  and  when  filled  in  will  remove  an 
eyesore  and  a  danger  from  the  village.  All  tipping  is  done  by  the  con¬ 
trolled  tipping  method. 

On  1st  October,  1949,  a  scale  of  charges  for  the  removal  of  trade 
refuse  was  put  into  force,  and  similar  charges  instituted  for  tipping. 
Receipts  are  not  high,  although  they  are  increasing,  and  should  pay  for 
the  whole  cost  of  the  tip  in  about  ten  years. 

During  the  year  the  waggon  ran  6,554  miles  at  an  average  petrol 
consumption  of  just  over  5  miles  per  gallon. 

1,069  loads  were  removed  by  the  waggon,  representing  2,405  tons, 
and  the  horse  and  cart  removed  167  loads  in  the  period  1st  November 
to  31st  December.  This  would  represent  about  55  tons  of  refuse.  The 
total  weight  of  refuse  removed  is  therefore  about  2,460  tons.  Salvaged 
material  weighed  48  tons,  making  a  grand  total  of  2,508  tons. 

Cost  of  removal  and  disposal  for  the  year  ending  31st  March,  1950, 
was  £2,141.  This  works  out  at  12s.  lid.  per  house  per  year,  just  under 
3d.  per  house  per  week,  or  slightly  over  Id.  per  head  of  population  per 
week. 


SALVAGE. 


This  year  saw  the  collapse  of  the  waste  paper  markets  and  the  con¬ 
sequent  fall  off  in  salvage  operations.  At  the  start  of  the  year  great 
efforts  were  being  made  to  increase  salvage  production,  and  in  March 
the  Board  of  Trade  target  was  almost  reached  for  the  first  time  since 
salvage  operations  were  commenced  by  this  Council.  From  then  on  the 
story  is  a  dismal  one — -markets  disappeared  and  prices  dropped.  For¬ 
tunately  this  Council  were  not  committed  to  any  high  expenditure  on 
plant  or  equipment  for  salvage  operations  and  no  loss  ensued  apart  from 
loss  of  revenue.  One  shudders  to  think  of  the  losses  some  authorities 
must  have  sustained  and  of  the  consequent  increase  in  cost  of  their  refuse 
collection  and  disposal  services.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  at  the  time  of 
writing  that  there  is  again  a  demand  for  waste  paper,  and  it  will  be 
interesting  to  see  how  the  situation  develops.

The  sewer  extension  at  Littlemoor  has  been  completed,  and  the  work 
of  redraining  the  properties  there,  together  with  the  conversion  of 
privies  to  water  closets  is  going  ahead. 


SMOKE  ABATEMENT. 

During  the  year  32  observations  were  made  of  various  premises  in 
the  area.  One  instance  of  excessive  smoke  emission  was  found,  and  one 
caution  issued. 

The  smoke  abatement  bye-laws  are  in  force  in  this  district. 

The  smoke  nuisance  from  the  laundry  at  Littlemoor  has  finally  been 
cured.  Engineers  from  the  Ministry  of  Fuel  and  Power  visited  the 
premises  at  the  Council's  request  and  made  certain  recommendations 
regarding  the  plant,  and  also  arranged  for  coke  to  be  supplied  in  lieu  of 
coal.  A  nearby  resident,  formerly  chief  complainant  of  the  nuisance 
here,  has  since  expressed  himself  as  being  completely  satisfied  with  the 
difference  in  the  premises  now.

SHOPS. 


There  are  some  150  shops  in  the  area.  A  complete  survey  of  these 
has  still  to  be  completed.  In  connection  with  shops  selling  meat,  fish, 
etc.,  we  find  they  are  generally  kept  very  satisfactorily.  We  have  no 
difficulty  in  this  district  with  the  exposure  of  meat  to  dust  and  con¬ 
tamination  by  reason  of  open  windows. 

Ninety-five  visits  were  paid  to  shops  during  the  year.  In  seven 
cases  unsatisfactory  conditions  were  found,  but  all  were  put  right  with¬ 
out  formal  action. 

The  twelve  bakehouses  in  the  area  have  been  visited  at  intervals, 
and  found  to  be  in  a  satisfactory  condition.  One  of  them  is  under¬ 
ground. 


STALLS  AND  VEHICLES. 

As  there  is  no  market  in  the  area  no  stalls  of  any  description  are 
ever  erected  within  the  district.  Butchers’  vans  do  not  yet  seem  to  have 
come  into  general  use  for  meat  delivery,  though  this  class  of  transport 
hardly  ever  gave  cause  for  complaint.  Uncommon  too  is  the  butcher’s 
bicycle,  on  which  it  was  possible  for  food  in  transit  to  oecome  exposed 
to  gross  contamination. 


SCHOOLS. 

There  are  7  schools  in  the  district,  all  of  which  have  been  visited 
regularly.  The  general  sanitary  condition  of  the  schools  is  satisfactory 
all  sanitary  conveniences  being  on  the  water  carriage  system  and 
connected  to  the  sewer. 

The  closet  accommodation  at  Foxhill  School  was  the  subject  of  a 
complaint  to  the  Divisional  Education  Officer  during  the  year.  So  far 
no  alterations  have  been  made  heie,  apart  from  the  connection  of  the 
drainage  from  the  washing-up  room,  used  in  serving  dinners,  to  the 
sewer. 


SWIMMING  BATHS  AND  POOLS. 

There  are  no  public  baths  in  the  district,  but  there  is  one  piivately 
owned  bath  open  to  the  public.  It  belongs  to  Messrs.  John  Foster  and 
Sons,  and  is  situated  at  the  Victoria  Fall,  Queensbury.  It  is  fitted  with 
an  up  to  date  filtration  and  chlorinating  plant,  the  chlorination  being 
direct  from  chlorine  gas  in  cylinders.  It  has  been  inspected  at  intervals 
and  found  satisfactory. 


TENTS,  VANS  AND  SHEDS. 

There  are  now  no  dwellings  of  this  type  in  the  district,  although  one 
now  replaced  by  a  permanent  house,  is  used  as  a  week-end  bungalow. 

No  byelaws  have  been  made  under  section  268(4)  of  the  Public 
Health  Act,  1936,  to  govern  this  class  of  dwelling. 


RIVERS  AND  STREAMS. 

Apart  from  minor  cases  of  pollution  no  circumstances  have  arisen 
calling  for  special  note.  This  matter  continues  to  exercise  the  close 
attention  of  your  officials  as  it  has  done  in  the  past. 


RATS  AND  MICE  (DESTRUCTION)  ACT,  1919.

This  work  is  normally  carried  out  by  the  Part-time  Rodent  Operative 
employed  by  the  department,  but  when  difficulties  arise  from  shortage 
of  labour  it  has  to  be  done  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector  or  Pupil.  All 
treatments  are  supervised  by  the  Sanitary  Inspector.

(3)  Results  of  Treatments. 

Treatment  of  domestic  premises  is  free,  but  a  charge  is  raised  against 
industrial  premises,  based  on  the  labour  and  materials  used,  in  order  to 
qualify  for  the  grant  given  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries. 
Where  the  establishment  for  Rodent  Control  is  approved  by  the  Ministry 
50%  of  the  costs  incurred  by  the  Council  are  refunded. 


Sewers.  Treatment  of  sewers  is  carried  out  in  accordance  with  in¬ 
structions  received  from  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  a  test  treatment 
was  carried  out  in  June,  followed  by  a  first  maintenance  treatment  in 
November.  All  told  45  rats  have  been  killed  in  the  sewers. 


Refuse  Tips.  The  tips  remain  fairly  free  from  rats,  trial  baiting 
being  carried  out  frequently,  and  whenever  any  report  comes  in  that  a 
rat  has  been  seen.  Before  completing  the  tip  at  Oxford  Road,  Ambler 
Thorn,  a  treatment  was  carried  out  and  2  rats  were  killed.  During 
the  year  12  rats  have  been  killed  at  the  Hill  Top  tip. 


Sewage  Works.  Contrary  to  expectations  these  remain  free,  trial 
baitings  showing  no  takes. 


Domestic  Premises.  T wenty  domestic  premises  have  been  treated 
during  the  year,  and  approximately  45  rats  have  been  killed. 

Business  Premises.  Two  mills,  a  mill  canteen,  a  mill  hostel,  and  a 
school  canteen  have  been  treated,  the  last  named  being  infested  with  mice 
only.  A  kill  of  127  rats  and  30  mice  is  claimed  from  these  premises. 


(4)  General. 

There  is  no  doubt  that  this  work  is  producing  results,  and  my  only 
comment  is  to  wish  that  the  public  would  be  less  reticent  about  infesta¬ 
tions,  and  enable  us  to  deal  with  infestations  more  promptly. 
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FOOD  INSPECTION  AND  SUPERVISION. 


Milk  Supply. 

We  have  50  Dairy  Farms,  containing  81  registered  cowsheds  and 
housing  approximately  700  dairy  cattle.  50  visits  were  paid  to 
Dairies  and  Cowsheds,  but  no  major  improvements  were  carried  out 
during  the  year.

During  the  year — on  1st  October,  1949,  control  of  milk  production 
passed  to  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  and  Fisheries,  with  the  result  that 
only  dairies  other  than  farms  came  under  the  Council’s  purview.  There 
are  two  such  premises  in  the  district. 

Milk  samples  continue  to  be  taken,  of  course,  to  see  that  no  disease 
is  spread  by  this  means. 

The  consumption  of  heat  treated  milk  continues  to  increase  ; 
there  are  twelve  retailers  holding  supplementary  licences  to  retail  T.T. 
milk,  and  one  to  retail  pasteurized  milk.  Over  140  gallons  of  heat- 
treated  milk,  all  pasteurized,  is  consumed  in  the  area  daily,  55  gallons 
of  which  goes  to  the  schools.  We  have  no  firm  figures  for  the  daily 
gallonage  of  T.T.  milk  consumed. 

Thirty-one  samples  were  taken  during  the  vear,  two  of  which  were 
unsatisfactory 

Ice  Cream. 

There  are  12  premises  registered  under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act, 
1938,  to  retail  ice  cream.  Two  only  of  these  are  manufacturers.  One 
uses  a  cold  mix  and  the  other  has  an  up-to-date  pasteurizing  plant  with 
recording  thermometers,  etc.,  in  accordance  with  the  Heat  Treatment 
Regulations,  1947.  All  the  others  obtain  ice  cream  in  bulk,  eight  of 
them  in  pre-packed  form. 

Twenty  visits  were  paid  to  these  premises  during  the  year. 


Meat. 


There  are  seven  private  slaughterhouses  in  the  district,  all  of  them 
licensed.  Three  of  these  are  used  for  the  casual  slaughter  of  pigs  at 
Christmas  time,  otherwise  they  are  not  used,  all  slaughtering  being 
carried  out  at  the  Regional  Slaught  ihouse  in  Halifax.
